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DETAILED ACTION 
Interference 

The use of an affidavit filed under 37 CFR 1.131 on November 6, 2001 in tliis 
application is not acceptable to establish prior invention where the rejection is based 
upon a U.S. patent to another that claims the same patentable invention. This fact was 
also detailed in the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, dated 
September 28, 2006 (starting on page 1 1 of the board's decision). 

Therefore, the applicant is invited to follow the guidelines set forth in 37 CFR 
41 .202(a)(1)-(6) and (d) for interferences. Noted below are form paragraphs related to 
sections of 37 CFR 41 .202:

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(4) Applicant lias failed to provide a detailed explanation as to why applicant will 
prevail on priority. See 37 CFR 41 .202(a)(4), (a)(6), (d) and MPEP § 2304.02(c).
